The Making of the Breed--Its Introduction, Growth and Status in Canada. 
By JAS. BOWMAN, Guelph, Ontario. 


erdeen-Angus breed originated in the north-eastern 
oo of Scotland, Forfarshire, formerly Angushire, 
Kincardineshire, Aberdeenshire and Banff. The climate 
generally is very invigorating in the extreme north. As 
the writer passed through and wandered amongst the 
glossy blacks on the hills of Bonnie Scotland, he thought, 
“No wonder that men who can make a living on these 
2:5} rugged hills and in this climate can make good in any 
part of the world, and the constitution which it has given the Aber- 
deen-Angus in making history today.” From the earliest times 
Aberdeenshire, and particularly the part called Buchan, has been 
noted for its cattle. The name itself has its derivation in the fact 
that it paid tribute to the Romans in oxen, Buchan being derived 
from the Latin words, bos, ox, and caen-head or poll. What will 
the Germans develop while they are paying for this war? 

There are records of Polled cattle being purchased in 1752 and 
in 1755. There are two sorts spoken of, the small and lean fleshed 
and the larger sort, some black and some brindle. The smaller 
were said to be the more prepotent. They were mostly black in 
color, but some were red, some yellow and some silver yellow. 
Hon. M. H. Cochrane, Hillhurst, Quebec, at one time had a herd 
of Red Polled cattle containing 11 females, but the blacks are the 
general favorites and we think it is best for the sake of uniformity. 

“All that you wish that’s good and. comely shines forth su- 
preme in Black and Humly.” 


The “Colling” of the Angus Breed. 


The earliest real improver of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
Hugh Watson of Keller, Forfar, Scotland, the “Colling” of this 
breed. He was born in 1789, became tenant in Kellor in 1808, and 
remained there 56 years before he died in 1865. His father and 
grandfather were lovers of good cattle and when Hugh went to 
Kellor he took six cows and a bull with him, all black. He also 
purchased other good heifers and a black bull named “Tarnty Jock.” 
His daughter states that he did not start his great work in earnest 
until 1816, when he paid a visit to England and saw the great 
work that was being done there with Short Horns. (What a 
lesson this is for farmers to practice with their boys to see im- 
provements. ) 

Mr. Watson’s most noted cow was old “Grannie”, which lived 
36 years and had 25 calves; her last calf in her 29th year was a 
bull of merit. (She holds the world’s record for age and breeding). 


McCombie and Grant. 


Next followed William McCombie, who came from six genera- 
tions of good cattlemen. He loved his cattle, mated and cared for 
them till he moulded them into the bonnie blacks that won the 
Grand Champion herd prize, won over all breeds, at the Inter- 
national Show at Paris, France, in 1878. He was a great believer 
in individual mert, coupled wth superior pedigree and emphasized 
the value of the sire. He bred Pride of Aberdeen 581, the founda- 
tion of the famous “Pride” family. She was also a great. show 
cow, He al8o bought Queen Mother 348, and founded the great 
Queen” family. He also bred Trojan, the bull which Sir Geo. 
~ ee Grant bred to Erica, thus founding the “Trojan-Erica” 


The late Sir Geo. Macpherson Grant, of Ballindalloch, made a 
oa Success in breeding Aberdeen-Angus. How many years the 
allindalloch bulls have topped the sales in Scotland. Among them 


was the noted Prince Ito, which sold at Chicago for $9,100; Emulus, 
—— Bearer, Eblito, Eland’s Laggiti, Judge, Justice, and many 
others. 


Introduction Into America. 


The Aberdeen-Angus first appeared in strength in America in 
1873, although the cow Duchess was imported in 1850. Three bulls 
of the breed were sent to Kansas to improve the range herds of that 
section in 1876. Professor Brown, of the O. A. C. at Guelph, 
brought out the first of the breed to Canada, a bull and two heifers, 
following the success of the breed at the Paris Exposition in 1878, 
when the Aberdeen-Angus won both group prizes over all breeds. 
Its popularity spread and exportations to Canada and the United 
States followed continually for a number of years. 

Hon. M. H. Cochrane founded one of the most valuable herds 
in this hemisphere by purchases first made in 1881. Mossom Boyd, 
Bobcaygeon, Ont., established a herd in 1881, founded upon old 
family material, which made a marked impression in Ontario, and 
had a splendid record at the provincial and other shows. Hon. J. 
H. Pope, Dominion minister of Agriculture, founded a herd also, 
in 1887, numbering 15 heifers and 1 bull. The Model Farm herd 
of Geo. Whtfield, Rougemont, Quebec, was headed by the sire Judge 
from Ballindalloch, which sire afterwards went to the United 
States. Hay & Paton, New Lowel, Ont., also had a good herd and 
took many prizes under the management of Mr. Davidson. David- 
son Stephen Hall, of Washington, also had a good herd which gave 
a good account at shows under the management of his son, Walter. 
This herd has just lately been dispersed. 


Canada’s Leading Herds. 


The writer founded a herd in 1891 by purchasing the good cow, 
Kyma II 18920, and bred at O. A. C., Guelph, and her daughter 
Kyma 3rd, both of which cows were shown with their bull calves, 
by Jus (imp.) 180, at Toronto Exposition in 1893, and we have 
never missed a year at that show since, with no particular boom, 
but a steady, healthy growth which made 1918 our best year at that 
show. We have shown since 1893 at the largest fairs from Halifax, 
N. S., to Edmonton, Alta. Our herd produced Elm Park Lad, 
Grand Champion carcass at Chicago, shown by Michigan Agricul- 
tural College, 1902, as well as more champions at Dominion fairs, 
held in different parts of the Dominion, than any other competitor. 
This carcass class is considered the most practical of all, steers 
being judged on foot and on the block. 

Canadian Aberdeen-Angus steers also won the Grand Cham- 
pionship at the Chicago International twice. 

In fact, the practical farmer and cattle feeder has always been 
the man closest to the development of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
in the Canadian East. Like Scotland, we have a rugged climate, 
and the cattle have filled a place where coddling had no place in 
the farming operations. Little breeders, who had to make their 
herds pay for farms and buildings, instead of keeping them for 
self-advertisement, have been the rule. The markets at Toronto 
and lesser points have taken the products of these bulls, and they 
have made money for the farmers using them.. 

Among the other breeders who are doing god work at pres- 
ent are John Lowe, of Elora, who won the Grand Champion prize 
with a yearling steer in 1912, at the Guelph provincial winter fair, 
and Jas. Leask in 1916 and 1917; Thos. B. Broadfoot, of Fergus,

IRST, to become a successful cattleman, I would say a 
person must have a particular love for the breed chosen. 

I would not advise a man to xaise Aberdeen-Angus if 
he loves Short Horns or Herefords better. I know we 
sometimes think best for an entire community or county 
to raise the same breed of cattle, and there are many 
good points in favor of such breeding. But we must 
remember that we have many gocd breeds of cattle and 
they all have their special friends. I think that a man cannot and 
will not do his best in the business unless he thinks he has the best 
breed and the one he loves best. It is asking too much of a man to 
insist on his raising Aberdeen-Angus cattle when he loves other 
breeds better, and I for one will not ask it. We are not askcd to 
sacrifice our likes in any other business of life. If we like a cer- 
tain tool best, the dealer has no right to insist on our using another. 
It would add nothing to the reputation of the machine to use it 
when liking another better. We would be a dissatisfied customer. 
It should be the dealer’s business to emphasize all the good points 
about his machine, and

It is also necessary to 
have your cattle gentle, 
and here loves comes in 
again.

A little extra time 
and attention will do the 
work. For instance, we 
had a_ splendid Queen 
Mother heifer, the best 
one I think we ever rais- 
ed; sired by Black D. of 
Rosemere, and we wanted 
to put her in our last 
spring sale, but she was a 
little shy of children and 
women. As we expected 
a large crowd of men, 
women and children at the 
sale, we decided she must 
get gentle in order to be

ed her between two good gentle ones and tied her to a feed alley. 
Then I would have my wife and children pass up and down the feed 
way and reach her nubbins of corn and in a short time she was 
coming up and eating out of their hands. She behaved nicely and 
topped the sale. But the family was so attached to her I bought 
her back, paying $400.00 more than she brought in the sale. 

It is also very essential to give our cattle the proper care, 
keeping them in a good healthy condition. I believe our greatest 
loss from diseased cows comes from improper care and feeding. 
Before I went into the Aberdeen-Angus business; while I was iust 
buying and raising any and all kinds of cattle, not much interested 
in the business and had very little love for the calves, not willing 
to feed them my best feed, allowing them to get poor in the fall 


before beginning to fecd them corn or ensilage, we usually lost two 
or three each spring before getting them on grass. But since we 
have learned to take better care of our calves in the fall, teaching 
them to eat before weaning them, we have never lost a calf from 
disease and very few from any other cause. I think that one reason 
is the Angus are more hardy than any other kinds, but the prin 
ciple reason is we take better care of them. While we do not take 
as good care of them as others do, yet we feed them the best we 
have. Nothing is too good for them. We never try to keep more 
cattle than we have pasture to carry them. 

Then, to be successful we must not only love our business and 
our cattle, but we must love and respect our fellow breeders. Our

ver $5,000 for a bull in an auction ring, the first time it had ever 
been done within this breed in America for an American-bred pro- 
duct. But John kept buying cattle, buying the kind he wanted to 
breed, the best that America was producing. Then John held his 


first sale. John had the cattle the breeders wanted; and he had the 
confidence of the men who wanted them. They knew when they 
bought those cattle they were exactly as represented—sired by the 
bulls claimed, bred or open as stated in the catalog, of the family 
stated, and careful mating and feeding all the way along the line 
was in them. It was a great demonstration of the value of a scrap 
of paper backed by a man’s word; and it showed that in the Aber- 
deen-Angus ranks “the little fellow of today is the big fellow of 


tomorrow.”

is breeding some good ones. About 1912, John O. Larkin, of 
Queenston, Ont., imported about 150 head and started showing in 
1914. This herd is improving rapidly and we look for good things 
from it in the future under the guidng hand of H. H. Larkn. G. 
C. Channon, of Oakwood, is coming rapidly to the front with some 
good cattle and will have to be reckoned with in the future, his 
Junior yearling bull being first at Toronto this year. 

Mr. John Lowe, Elora, has come rapidly to the front, and his 
winnings at Toronto this year includes three firsts and cow Grand 
Championship in very stiff competiton. Robert McEwan, London, 
also has a show herd that has been cuttng into the prize list 
heavily, taking a second, third and two fourths at Toronto, and 
three seconds at the Western fair at London. Kenneth Quarrie, 
Belwood, Ontario, is another breeder of high standing, though not 
so well known in show ring history. It would probably be hard to 
find as good a bunch of pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle anywhere 
that had been carried along in good handsefor so long. Not only 
have the products of the first importations been carried along and 
improved with careful selections of sires to mate with them, but

] OT as many of the good herds got 
to Dallas as was expected, but 
with a second meeting of Ker- 
shaw’s and Parsons’ herds, with 
that of the Ames Plantation, 
there, one can glance over the 
| field and figure fairly closely on 
the standing. The advent of an unknown 
“foreign judge”, however, makes predictions 
as to where the herds will line up problem- 
atical, as they may prefer an entirely diff- 
erent type down south of the Canal than 
we are in the habit of picking. 

Kershaw’s Plowman has made it “48 times 
a champion now”, and has but the defeat 
by Bar Marshall to mar his 1919 record. 
The latter is still undefeated this season, 
though he should meet Plowman again at 
the American Royal, at Kansas City, just 
before the International. Huggins’ Idol- 
mere hasn’t met either. Queen Milly of 
Sun Dance 3d is still undefeated, excepting 
by her stablemate, Eritus 5th. Congdon & 
Battles’ Pride of Rosemere 20th will come 
to Chicago with a clean slate, but with 
practically no serious opposition from out- 
side the herd before the event to give the 
followers of shows a line on her standing. 
Erica of Woodcote 12th stood fourth last 
year and will be back again. She has been 
grand champion at both the New York and 
Michigan state fairs again. Mr. Scripps’ 
aged herd has been undefeated, as has Mr. 
Eckardt’s get of sire, Woodcote’s young, 
calf herds and produce of cow. These three 
have met on the eastern circuit. 

In the South, the Ames Plantation young 
herd and calf herd is also undefeated, Escher 
& Ryan are undefeated on aged herd, young 
herd and produce of cow; and Hartley Stock 
Farm enjoys the like distinction as to get 
of sire and cow. Pargons has come through 
on aged herd with a clean slate, showing no 
young herd or calf herd, of course.

They were only eighteen months old, six 
months yet to go before they would be regu- 
lar “cattle”. They brought $199.88 each 
which is believed to be a record for the open 
market. They were raised, fed and market- 
ed by E. M. Wilson, of Anderson, who is 
secretary of the Indiana Silo Company and 
president of the Indiana Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. They were sold to 
the Indianapolis Abattoir Company through 
the commission firm of Ray & Galbraith.”

spite of the fact that the horrors of - 
deadly Texas Fever Tick cast shadows f 
doubt in the faces of our most prominent 
and successful breeders of registered cattle 


Only a few weeks ago, when L. 
vard and R. M. Poteet, seensichnie ait 
wannee Medel Dairy Farm, Live Oak, Flor- 
ida, bought the Capt. W. J. Hillman farm 
near thes city, and with it the Hillman herd 
of registered Angus, and announced that 
they would offer the animals to the Angus 
breeders of Florida, at public auction, con- 
siderable interest was manifested, from the 
fact that it was a well known herd of good 
breeding and would be the first offering of 
registered cattle to be sold at auction in 
the state. When it was discovered, how- 
ever, that these cattle had been kept and 
raised in tick free pastures and were not 
considered immune, many brerders shook 
their heads and felt sure that Mr. Harvard 
was making a great sacrifice in offering 
the lot, with very little prospects of selling 
them to breeders in the limited tick free 
area of the state, and, right here, we want 


le Great 


to compliment Mr. Harvard on his display _ 


of nerve, in being willing to put the cattle 
on sale at the valuation the good Angus 
breeders of the state would place on them. 


A temporary, but comfortable and con- 
venient sale pavilion was arranged in the 
larre feed barn of the Experiment Station, 
and through the untiring and progressive 
efforts of William H. Black and Prof. John 
M. Scott, of the University, a sale was held 
that would have been a credit to the breed 
in any part of the country, and one that the 
Angus breeders, as well as the whole people 
of Florida, can well feel proud. 


When Col. W. D. Scott, of Edison, Georgia 
called for attention, to open the sale, the 
sale pavilion was packed to the limit, with 
hardly standing room, within sight of the 
sale ring. After brief introductory remarks 
Col. Scott called upon J. B. Simonton, of 
Micanopy, Florida, one of the state’s oldest 
and best cattle breeders, who gave a splen- 
did talk on the Angus breed, his experience 
and success with it, and his experience in 
bringing clean cattle into tick infested terri- 
tory. Mr. Simonton’s remarks were indeed 
very interesting and contained much food 
for thought for those who are so vitally in- 
terested in the development of the live stock 
industry in Florida. 

The next speaker, in opening the sale, 
and a man whose services during the sale 
went a long way towards making it a suc- 
cess, was J. J. Logan, of Jacksonville, own- 
er of King’s Road Stock Farm, and one of 
the largest and best herds of Aberdeen-An- 
gus in the Southeast. Mr. Logan gave his 
experience as an Angus breeder, and in a 
brief, but convincing way, told why he had 
selected the Angus breed, after giving all 
the popular breeds of beef cattle a trial, 
under Florida conditions. During the sale 
Mr. Logan announced the numbers as they 
were driven into the ring, read the pedigrees 
and commented on the individuality an 
breeding of the animals, as they were offer-
